HAIL END OF COSTLY STRIKE 


Universal 
Satisfaction 
Throughout 
Australia 
Over 
Settlement 
of 
Controversy With Seamen. 


The settlement of the Australian 
seamen's strike after three months' 
great Inconvenience and loss to the 
general community has caused wide­ 
spread satisfaction. 
Because of ces­ 
sation of coal shipments between New 
South Wales and Victoria during the 
strike every Industry In Victoria was 
affected, with the result thut thou­ 
sands of trade unionists not directly 
concerned lu the dispute became un­ 
employed and suffered many hard­ 
ships. The loss In wages exceeds $15,* 
000.000. 


The Society of Technical Engineers 
In England is forming a union of brain 
workers, beginning with the engineers 
and extending in time to all ranks of 
qualified men. Including doctors, scien­ 
tists and chemists. It bus been cul.-u- 
lated that at least 500,000 men coins 
within the scope of the new union. 
A wave of eight-hour strikes is 
spreading over Belgium. 
Tin* legal 
eight-hour day for mining becomes ef- 
feet ive next December and in mechan­ 
ical construction next March. In other 
Industries It has been sought for, shop 
by shop, w ith the employers mobilizing 
every power to resist the workers. 
Employees of the Boston Protective 
department, an Insurance organization 
which aims to reduce tire lo«s by early 
salvage, are planning to form a union.
